Master Mechanic S. M. Dolan, of the 
Missouri Pacific shops, held an im­ 
portant conference with Mr. W. Li. 


The coroner’s inniiest to ascertain 
the cause of the death of Charles 
Ford, whose mutilated remains were 
found on the Missouri Pacific tracks, 
near Grand avenue, early last Mon­ 
day morning, was concluded at the 
rooms of the Sedalia 
Undertaking 
company this morning. 
David Kinsey, A. B. McCombs, J. 
H. Thompson, R. D. Marshall, E. E. 
Johnston and T. T. Clifford, the jury 
selected to hear the evidence, listened 
to the testimony of four witnesses, at 
the conclusion of which they returned 
a verdict that Ford had met his death 
in some manner unknown to them. 
The witnesses examined w^ere: Sol­ 
omon Monroe, colored, who found the 
mangled body; Larkin 
Biggs, 
the 
blind fiddler, an intimate friend of the 
dead man; Henry Anleitner and C. 
G. Norris, engineer and fireman, re­ 
spectively, on Missouri Pacific train 
No. 8 Monday morning. 
The most important witness 
was 
Biggs, who said that on Sunday night 
he started home, in company with 
Ford, and left him at about 11:30 p. 
m. at the corner of Moniteau avenue

The Turkish press of our day leads 
a rather pitiable life, say s Harper’s 
W'eekly . The censorship watches over 
it with 
unrelenting 
severity , 
lest 
something may creep into the columns 
of the newspapers that might, even 
remotely , induce the mind of the faith­ 
ful Mussulman to examine into things 
existent, 
or 
perhaps 
to doubt the 
godlikeness of the padisha. and almost 
at every step the Turkish editors are 
threatened with temporary or perma­ 
nent suspensions, with fines or im­ 
prisonment. Not only discussing ques­ 
tions of interior or foreign policy , but 
the use of certain words by the Turk­ 
ish papers, is prohibited once for all, 
among tnese words being, 
for 
in­ 
stance, constitution, revolution, liber,- 
ty , ty ranny , autocrat, fraternity , equali­ 
ty , fatherland, y outh, dy namite, an­ 
archist, corruptibility , 
Bosnia, Her­ 
zegovina, Crete, 
Macedonia, and so 
on. 
The name Murad must not iM 
mentioned, as by this 
the r^lninls- 
cence of the dethroned predecessor o i 
the present padisha, who was named 
Murad, may be called forth; even the 
cricket, 
that 
inoffensively 
insect 
which in the language of the Turks 
is called the “ little August beetle” is 
not allowed to chirp in the newspsp 
pers, for tne present sultan ascended 
to the throne in the month of Aug­ 
ust.

Curious Effects in Woods Obtained 
by Indians cf Southern 
Mexico.

Some owners of forests of v aluable 
woods are trying exp eriments in the 
southern p art of Mexico with the wal­ 
nut trees. 
It is not generally k nown, 
says the Pacific 
Fruit 
World, 
out­ 
side the trade that there are many 
k inds of walnut woods and that only 
p art of them hav e so far been cc*e.*- 
ered v aluable from a commercial p oint 
of v iew. 
Now the scheme is to mak e 
these less v aluable or worthless wal­ 
nuts commercially v aluable. 
And the 
p rocess is a curious one. 
It consists of op ening the roots of 
the of the trees and inserting one or 
more nuts, which are quite small, 
from the best v arieties of walnut treea. 
It is said that these nuts, which are 
carefully sealed in with wax or a stiff, 
water-p roof stop p er, imp art a new or 
closer grain and coloring to the tree. 
The southern Indians 
of 
Mexico 
hav e for centuries been in the habit 
of securing curious effects In coloring 
on fine woods by 
inserting In 
tb« 
abov e manner nuta of other trees into 
the roots of the liv i** trees. 
An en­ 
terp rising p lanter in 
fiasco has been 
following out tbia ¿udian idea with 
curious results. 
He mentioned this to 
other haciendados, and now sev eral 
of them are exp erimenting with the 
coarser k inds of walnut trees with en­ 
couraging results.

Pencil manufacturing is not so sim­ 
p le a matter as it was formerly. The 
"lead” originally used was p ure ¿lum­ 
bago, a mineral hewn or sawn from 
the earth in great block s, which only 
needed cutting into thin strip s to fie 
ready for use. 
Plumbago for the beat p encils now 
undergoes a number of p rocesses. 
It 
is ground and mixed with finely p ul­ 
v erized clay. 
For hard p encils the 
mixture is one p art p lumbago to two 
p arts of clay. 
The softer the p encil, 
the greater the p rop ortion of p lum­ 
bago. 
The mixture is "thinned" with wa­ 
ter, and rep eatedly ground until it Is 
p erfectly smooth. 
It is then p laoed In 
canv as bags and squeezed by ma­ 
chinery until enough water has been 
remov ed to leav e a tenacious, dough- 
lik e mass. 
This "dough" is p laced in a strong 
steel cylinder, one end of which is 
p erforated with holes of the same 
size as the leads which it is desired 
to mak e. 
The p ressure of the p iston 
forces the "dough" out through the 
holes in long, strings, which are laid 
in groov ed boards to dry. 
The next step is the temp ering of 
the leads by heating to a red heat. 
By 
this p rocess the hardness or softness 
of the p encils is still further modified, 
and imp urities are burned out. 
The 
little strip s of p lumbago-clay are now 
ready for their wooden cases.
